The CASE of the Tenants of the 
Forfeited Eſtates. 


Fter the Reduction of Ireland, the Kingdom be- 
ing depopulated, and Stock not to be had, but 
* atexceſhve dear Rates, the Methods taken of Setting 
from Year to Year was found impracticable. 


This made the Setting for Term of Years neccſlary, and 
the expectation of future Advantage, and Settlement, in- 
duced very many, nay moſt Tenants, to contract for great- 


er Rents than at the time of Taking they could make of 
the Lands ſo Taken. 


The Tenants were neceſſitated to lay out all the Mo- 
Ae they had, or could get Credit for, in Building, and 
other Improvements, in order to Settle on their reſpe- 
tive Fartns ; the Truth whereof is reported by the Truſtees, 
upon the Petition of Francis Spring, on behalt of himſelf, 
- and other the Tenants of Forfeited Lands. 


Theſe Tenants gave as much for Lands as other Lands 
of equal value were Sctt for at that time by the reſpective 
Proprictors ; the Truth whereof is likewiſe own'd and re- 
ported by the ſaid Truſtees. 


Theſe Tenants, with their Under Proteſtant Tenants, 
amount at the modeſteſt Computation to above Ten thou- 
ſand Families, who muſt of the Greater Part be utterly 
Ruined, by their Leaſes being made yoid, unleſs Relicyed 
by this Honourable Houſe. Wherefore, 


It is Humbly hoped, That what they (fo 
fairly Took, and have by their Induſtry, 
and at their proper Charge, raiſed to 
what it is now worth, will be confirmed 
to them during their reſpefive Terms, 
under their reſerved Rents, and other 

Covenants of their Leaſes. | 
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
